Benjamin Sargis is 
held in Chicago and Thomas in 
New York.

Negotiations were opened 
with him and $100,000 of the 
bills were purchased by agents, 
they said. Vincenti was ar- 
rested in New York. 

Headquarters of the _ ring, 
however, was Chicago. Special 
agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment became friendly with 
members of the ring, officers 
said. The agents lived in 
rooming houses near the resi- 
dences of ring members. They 
played pool with them and 
went to movies with them, it 
was said. 

Paterni, who declined to dis- 
close the names of the agents, 
said their lives were in jeopar- 
dy severa] times.

Over 1957 — Utility 
Head Renews Plea 
for City Tax Relief. | 
Net income of St. Louis Pub- 

lic Service Co. last year was 


$926,583, a rise of $149,745 or 
19 per cent above the $776,838 


earned in 1957, it was an- 
nounced today. 
The company’s annual re- 


port said higher earnings wre 
achieved despite the fact that 
operating revenue of $20.633,- 
614 last year was down about 
$919,000 from the $21,552,723 
of the year before. 
When the Missouri 
Service Commission’ granted 
the company a fare increase 
last June 12, the commission 
estimated the higher fares 
would i:aise annual gross rev- 
enue by $1,965,000 to $2,)18,- 
000, depending on the extent 
of an expected decline in 
riders. It said the company’s 


Public 


total net following the _ rise 
would be $750,000 to $1,060,- 
000 on an annual basis. The 


fare increase did not become 
effective until June 29. 

Operating Expense Drops. 

Offsetting the drop in gross 
revenue was a corresponding 
drop in operating expense from 
$20,879,744 in 1957 to $19.779.,- 
041 last year. Principal reduc- 
tions in expenses were: depre- 
ciation, $677,071; transporta- 
tion. $375.513, and mainte- 
nance, $137,002. The reduc- 
tion in depreciation expense 
followed a revision in deprecia- 
tion rates ordered by the state 
regulatory body. 

A spokesman for the com- 
pany said the 342 per cent re- 
duction in transportation ex- 
pense reflected fewer employes 
and fewer trips operated as the 
result of a decline in riders 
that always follows a fare in- 
crease. The Public Service 
Commission had estimated the 
drop in riders would range 
from 7.5 to 11 per cent. The 
actual reduction in gross re- 
ceipts was about 4'4 per cent. 

The report stated that on the 
basis of a fair value of $20,000,- 
000 for the company’s property 
as set by the Public Service 
Commission, the rate of return 
last vear was approximately 
4.5 per cent

county. It would amend a 
crippling law enacted by the 
Legislature last year. This 
placed such stringent restric- 


tions on the agency's powers as 
to make the agency inoperative. 

One of the major purposes of 
the new legislation is to im- 
prove the marketability of reve- 


nue bonds issued by Bi-State 
to finance its projects The 
agency had found it virtually 
impossible to market its reve- 


nue bonds under the restrictive 
provisions of the old law. 

As passed by the Senate, the 
bill would bring the Missouri 
law almost into conformity 
with the corresponding Illinois 
act governing operations of the 


Bi-State agency. The laws of 
both states must be identical 
to be effective. 

Senator Joynt has told the 


Senate that legislation is pend- 
ing before the Illinois Assembly 
con- 


Senate passed.

James T. Blair said 
today he favors gas for heating 
the proposed new prison at 
Moberly, although coal and gas 
salesmen agree use of gas 
would cost $30,000 a year more 
than coal. 

Blair told a reporter he was 
standing by his choice despite 
a statement by a representa- 
tive of a natural gas firm that 
its capacities in the Moberly 
area already are overtaxed and 
coal would be much cheaper. 

“You don’t save any money 
on coal,” the Governor said, 
referring to plans for heating 
the $10,000,000 medium secur- 
ity prison. Construction is ex- 
pected to begin this summer. 

“Coal is dirty,” he said. “You 
have to fool with clinkers and 
ashes. The cheapest plan of 
heating is not necessarily the 
most efficient plan.” 

Blair emphasized that a final 
decision would be made by the 
State Board of Public Build- 
ings, composed of himself, the 
Lieutenant Governor and the 
Attorney General. 

Says Carter Prefers Gas. 

The Governor said James D 
Carter, director of the state 
Department of Corrections, had 
expressed a preference for gas 
to heat the prison at Moberly. 

Carter told the Post-Dispatch 
that Marcel Boulicault, St. 
Louis architect who is drawing 
plans for the prison, visited his 
office one day and _ asked: 
“Would you rather have coal 


: “Gas,’” Carter re- 

“Boulicault went up to 
the Governor and came 
back and said: ‘The Governor 
says he wants gas.’ 

‘‘As far as I know, that’s still 
the decision. [| don’t care if 
we heat with corncobs, if that’s 
the most economical.” 


When Blair’s preference’ for 


gas became known, the Bitum- 
inous Coal Institute produced 
figures to show that the prison 
could be heated with coal for 
23 cents for each 1,000,000 
British Thermal Unit (BTU), 
compared with 43 cents with 


gas.

WASHINGTON, March 5 — 
House investigators have re- 
ported that the Spanish govern- 
ment resold United States cot- 
ton to textile mills in Spain at 
much higher prices than it paid 
for the surplus stock. 

It also was learned that an 
investigation was under way on 
profits made by private traders 
in surplus farm commodity 
transactions through the Inter- 
national Co-operation Adminis- 
tration. 

The inquiry into the ICA is 
being made by a House Govern- 
ment Operations subcommittee, 
which uncovered the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's bargain- 
rate sales of cheese to private 
dealers. 

The report on the Spanish 
government's sales of cotton 
was made to a House appropri- 
ations subcommittee headed by 
Representative Jamie L. Whit- 
ten (Dem.), Mississippi. 

Whitten called Tuesday for 
a special House investigation 
of the Agriculture Department 
and the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration. He charged “outside 
influence and “backdoor” 
methods in surplus disposal and 


handling of other farm pro- 
grams. 

The investigators’ report to 
the Whitten subcommittee said 
that the Spanish government 
sold cotton acquired from the 
United States under a special 
disposal law at prices ranging 
from 50 to 70 per cent above 
the purchase price. It is cus- 
tomary for foreign govern-— 
ments to make a markup on 
the purchases, but the investi- 
gators regarded the cotton 
price as unusually high. 


Efforts to reach officials of 
the Agriculture Department’s 
foreign agriculture service and 
commercial attaches of the 
Spanish embassy here for com- 
ment were not immediately 
successful. 

Whitten said that the intent 
of the law for disposal of sur- 
plus commodities was to in- 
crease consumption. No effort, 
he said, was being made by 
the United States to force sales 
at reasonable prices by foreign 
governments, and thus efforts 
to increase consumption were 
thwarted.

WASHINGTON, March 5 
(AP)—The United Mine Work- 
ers Union moved swiftly yes- 
terday to remove a Scranton 
(Pa.) UMW official accused in 
an indictment of accepting 
$30,755 from a coal company. 

Thomas Kennedy, UMW vice 
president, said Dominic J. 
Alaimo will be removed from 
the pit committee of Local No. 
8005 pending outcome of his 
trial on the indictment. 

Alaimo was charged with 
taking money from the Knox 
Coal Co. to permit a “sweet- 
heart contract,” one favorable 
to the employer. UMW offi- 
cials here say they doubt, how- 
ever, that the company had 
been given a favorable con- 
tract. 

They indicated belief that if 
Alaimo received the alleged 
payments it was for failing to 


process grievances of employes | 
against the company or failure 
to insist on payment of pre- 

mium pay for Saturday and 
Sunday work as required by 
the standard UMW labor con- 
tract. 


Kennedy disclosed, that the 
UMW had been investigating 


ing of workers on terms of the 
anthracite coal contract. 


Alaimo was described by the 
Justice Department here as one 
of about 60 men who attended 
a reputed gangland convention 
at Apalachin, N.Y., Nov. 14, 
1957. The UMW at that time 
sought Alaimo’s’ resignation 
and thoukht he had quit, only 
to find recently that he never 
had resigned. 

Kennedy indicated that Alai- 
mo will be forced out of office 
as a committeeman in some 
manner, either by obtaining his 
resignation, by suspension 
pending a union trial, or by 
placing the entire local under 
a provisional status, or trustee- 
ship, to the national union. 

Kennedy also said that if 
Local 8005's contract contains 
any provisions less favorable 
to the workers than the mas- 


ter UMW contract, it will be

trial commodity prices is at a 
record high of 127.6 (with 100 
being the 1947-49 average). 
This index covers all commodi- 
ties other than farm products 
and foods. Rising idustrial com- 
modity prices and labor costs 
are the headaches of manufac- 
turers, not of consumers. 

But the threat to consumers 
comes from this: For some time 
now they have been resisting 
higher prices on consumer 
goods, and have been able to 
do so because of the keen com- 
petition among manufacturers, 
who have had to absorb much 
of the increased costs.

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HEAD OF UTILITY. 
DEFENDS FULTON 
POWER PACT

JEFFERSON CITY, March 5 
—Davis Benning. president of 
Missouri Power and Light Co., 
today warmly defended the 
controversial contract his com- 
pany once held for supplying 
power to Fulton State Hospital. 
He denied that it had been 
negotiating in secrecy. 

The contract, which had been 
awarded last September, was 
canceled Jan. 31 by Gov. James 
T. Blair after charges had been 
made that it was awarded it 
secretly without giving the city 
of Fulton and the Callaway 
Electric Co-Operative an oppor- 
tunity to submit bids. 

Appearing at a hearing be- 
fore a special House committee 
in the House Lounge of the 
Capitol, Benning declared the 
contract had been consum- 
mated only after “a long per- 
iod of negotaiation at arms 
length.” The committee, headed 
by Representative Cornelius 
Costello (Dem.), Kansas City, 
had held one previous hearing 
at which representatives of the 
co-operative and the city had 
presented their side of the 
controversy : 

Invites Analysis. 

Benning contended the con- 
tract was favorable to the 
state of Missouri and he said 
Missouri Power and _ Light 
would be happy to have the 
contract analyzed by disinter- 
ested engineers 

In a formal statement read 
to the committee, Benning said 
studies by it continued to sup- 
ply its own power requirements 
after the addition of a new 
geriatrics building, a new ad- 
ministration building and a 
cold storage plant, would need 
both a new generator and a 
new boiler. 

These, he said would cost 
$340,000, and the supplying of 
power by this plant would re- 
sult in a cost of 1.775 cents per 
kilowatt-hour. He said Mis- 
souri Power and -Light could 
supply power at 1.277 cents 
per KWH. 

After citing figures and sta- 
tistics comparing his company’s 
offer with the offer of Calla- 
way Electric Co-Operative and 
comparing the capabilities of 
his company with those of the 
city of Fulton and the co-oper- 
ative, Benning said the Mis- 
souri Power and Light proposal 
was superior to both of its 
competitors. He said this was 


true from the standpoint of | 


both source of supply and 
over-all cost to the state. 
Lists 4 Points. 


When new bids are consid- | 


ered, as Gov. Blair has said 
they would be, four points 
should be kept in mind, Ben- 
ning said. 

These are: 

“1. The installation of addi- 
tional generating facilities at 
the State Hospital is both cost- 
ly and an unsound investment. 

“2. The state will gain the 
best economy by parallel oper- 
ations of its present power 
plant (at the hospital) with 
central station electric service. 

“3. The service safety fea- 
tures offered by Missouri Pow- 
er and Light Co. are superior 
to those of either Callaway 
Electric Co-Operative or the 
citv of Fulton. 

“4. The net cost to the state 
of Missouri, taking into account 
all charges and credits (in- 
cluding taxes paid by the pub- 
lic utility), will be less with 
service provided by Missouri 
Power and Light than. with 
either Callaway Electric Co- 
Operative or the city of Ful- 
ton.”

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Illinois Treasurer to Pay Back 


$271 in Challenged Expenses 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 5 
(UPI) — Democratic State 
Treasurer Joseph D. Lohman 
today agreed to return $271 in 
expenses he charged the state 


before he took office. 

State Auditor Elbert S. 
Smith said Lohman had agreed 
to return the expense check 
which he received but has not 
yet cashed. 
then could file an amended 
expense account to exclude the 
period before he became State 
Treasurer. 

Lohman, reached by tele- 
phone at Denver, said he con- 
sidered his expense account 
proper. “Every single item” 
in the expense account repre- 
sented “an out-of-pocket ex- 
pense to myself in connection 
with the transfer” of the office 
of Treasurer, he said. 

Lohman acknowledged that 
a trip to St, Louis, listed on his 
expense account for Feb. 
14-15, after he took office, was 
made to appear on a television 
program there. He said he also 
transacted “other business” 
while in St. Louis. The St. 


He said Lohman. 


Louis trip cost the state $33.20 
in expenses. 

Lohman was not sworn into 
office and did not go on the 
state payroll until Jan. 12, but 
his first expense charge as 
Treasurer was dated Jan. 5— 


when Republican Elmer J. 
Hoffman still occupied the 
office. 


Lohman, who based his cam- 
paign last year largely on 
severe criticism of alleged 
fiscal laxity in the Treasurer's 
office, filed his first expense 
account to cover the period 
from Jan. 5 through Feb. 16. 

The expense account totaled 
$760.94, broken down thus: 
meals, $376.95; transportation, 
$86.13; lodging, $49; and mis- 
cellaneous. $248.86. 

In the period from Jan. 5 
through Jan. 11 before he be- 
came State Treasurer, Lohman 
listed and collected for five 
trips between Chicago and 
Springfield. 

His expenses for those seven 
days—when he had no appar- 
ent legal right to charge the 
state for expenses since he 
was not yet a state official—

included these daily amounts: 
Jan. 5, $29.50; Jan. 6, $31.47; 
Jan. 7, $34.32; Jan. 8, $42.63; 

. 9, $39.15: Jan. 10, 31.02; 
and Jan. 11, $63.62. 

The amounts covered travel, 
(seven nights at $7 
each), meals and miscellaneous. 
There was no additional de- 
tail on the “miscellaneous” 
which included such 
amounts as $18, $19.21, $18.40, 
and $27.80. 

The largest amounts listed 
were for meals. On Jan. 11, 
the day before he took office, 
Lohman charged the § state 
$19.25 for meals. Other 
amounts listed for meals in- 
cluded $32.80, $13.75, $13.40, 
$11.50, $14.95 and $17.80—all 
for single days. 

In contrast to Lohman’s first 
expense account, Democrat 
George T. Wilkins, who was 


elected state Superintendent of 
Public Instruction last Novem- 
ber, did not start charging the 
state expenses until Jan. 14— 
two days after he took office.

Treasury's Proposals. 
By the Associated Press 

The Treasury said today the 
Government would lose hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in 
revenue unless Congress re- 
verses court decisions on the 
tax depletion allowance for the 
mining and mineral] industries. 

David A. -Lindsay, assistant 
to Secretary Robert B. Ander- 
son, presented the Treasury 
view to the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Tax laws permit producers 
of certain minerals, oil and gas 
to deduct from taxable income 
a percentage of their gross re- 
turn form operations as com- 
pensation for the exhaustion, 
or depletion, of the natural re- 
sources. This is based on the 


theory that a sale of property | 


was involved as well as activity 
generating income. 

These depletion allowances 
range from 5 per cent in the 
case of clay and sand to 23 per 
cent on bauxite from which 
aluminum is made and 27%2 
per cent on oil and gas. 

The Treasury issued regula- 
tions holding that these deple- 
tion allowances apply only to 
the value of the crude product 
such as ore, clay or oil in its 
natural form. 

But a series of court deci- 
sions has allowed producers to 
compute the allowance on the 
higher value of end products 
after processing. In the case 
of gas, the courts have held 
the allowance can be applied 
to petroleum produced from a 
eveling plant. 

Lindsay told the committee 
that if the court decisions were 
not countered, depletion allow- 
"ances could be extended to ex- 
pensive manufactured products 
such as structural steel, ceram- 
ic products and pig aluminum. 

Loss of Revenue. 

He said the Government al- 
ready stands to lose $297,000,- 
000 in revenue if pending 
claims for refunds for the tax 
years 1951-57 are granted.

Report on Plentiful Foods for March Chocolate 


Local Survey 
Checks With USDA 
Forecast; Many 
‘Good Buys.’ 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


THE FACTS presented every 
week in this column on the 
quality and quantity of food 
supplies in the St. Louis area 
are gathered by the Post-Dis- 
patch from representative local 
sources of supply. It is always 
interesting to compare our 
findings with the nation-wide 
food outlook reports which 
come in by wire and from the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


Frequently there are great 
discrepancies between the pre- 
dictions for the nation and the 
actual situation on a local level. 

However, this week we find 
that our notes on “good buvs” 
check almost item for item with 
the foods classified as “plenti- 
ful” by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in its 
forecast for March. 


Eggs are featured on the 
USDA's list—and eggs were 
featured in Monday's food sec- 
tion because they are abundant 
here and are an excellent val- 
ue. 


The USDA report states that 
pork and lamb are plentiful, 
and certainly they top the list 
of good buys at St. Louis meat 
counters. (This situation was 
discussed in detail in last 
Thursday’s marketing column). 


“You will still find generous 
supplies of apples at your food 
store because big stocks of the 
1958 crop still are in storage,” 
reads the USDA bulletin. 


In loca] markets apples re- 
main an excellent buy with 
Romes, Jonathans, Delicious, 
Golden Delicious and Winesaps 
the predominant varieties. 
(Winesaps are perhaps the 
most dependable for quality). 


And so it goes right on down 
the line. Apparently St. Louis 
is a “typical city” this week 
as far as the nation’s food 
Situation is concerned. 


* * . 


IN ADDITION to pork and 
lamb, chicken is a wise choice 
for the piece de resistance. 
There is no appreciable change 
in the beef situation, but veal 
is becoming more plentiful. 


Fish and seafood counters 
and frozen foods cabinets offer 
everything from budget buys 
to high-priced delicacies. New 
this season are the breaded 
fish steaks, available in many 
varieties. 


* . * 


CITRUS FRUITS certainly 
deserve special mention for 
quality. Grapefruit is superb; 
Florida juice oranges are liter- 
ally loaded with juice high in 
sugar content. Temple oranges 
are still available, but this may 
be the last opportunity to en- 
joy them as the season is near- 
ing a close. 

Fruit men report that 1959 
fs a “vintage year” for navel 
oranges from California and 
Arizona. Theory is that last 
vear’s shortage gave the trees 
a rest. As a result of that rest, 
trees now are bearing above- 
normal quality fruit. 

Heavy rains in California 
did cause some pitting of the 
rinds (but this did not affect 


eating quality). However, cur- 
rent reports are that the 
weather is clearing and that 


the fruit now coming through 
does not have these pitted 
rinds. 

Prices are moderate on pine- 
apples and quality is good; 
more large sized fruit is show- 
ing up around town. 

Anjou pears, grapes, rhubarb, 
avocados and bananas round 
out the list of fruits with the 
exception of the very high- 
priced imported items. These 
include plums and_ peaches 
from South America, canta- 
loupes from Mexico and those 
watermelons which were cov- 
ered in a news story last week.

POTATOES ARE perhaps the 
best value in fresh vegetables, 
with a gradual lowering in price 
of new potatoes. 

Other vegetables in the “good 
buys” category include cabbage, 
beets, cauliflower, celery and 
turnips, which are especially 
fine in quality. 

In the moderate -to- high 
brackets are mushrooms, aspar- 
agus, peppers, broccoli and 
brussels sprouts, the salad 
greens and corn. 

You may notice that onions 
cost more money this week. 
The old onions are about 
cleaned up; the new stock has 
been delayed by rains so we are 
in a sort of between-crops 
period. 

The only squash that is cheap 
is acorn; you will pay a fancy 
figure for white squash or zuc- 
chini. Definitely high are cu- 
cumbers and eggplant.

IVS OPTION 
TIME POLICY 


WASHINGTON, March 5 
(UPI)—The Federal Communi- 
cations Commission today up- 
held by a 4-to-3 vote the right 
of major television networks to 


reserve prime viewing hours on 
their affiliated stations. It 
said this so-called priority pol- 
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icy “was reasonably necessary 


for successful ‘network opera- | 


tions and is in the public in- 
terest.” 


The Justice Department took | 


a contrary view. It asserted 
that the practice—called option 
time—runs afoul of the anti- 
trust laws. 

The commissioners declined 
to say what their next step 
would be. 

Under option time a _ net- 
work's affiliated stations agree 
by contract to carry sponsored 
network programs at certain 
specified hours, usually the 
best evening hours. The big 
networks have called the sys- 
tem vital to theif program- 
ming. 

The majority of the com- 
mission agreed. It then solicit- 
ed an opinion on its findings 
from assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Victor R. Hansen, chief 
of the Justice Department’s 
anti-trust division. 

Hansen minced no words. 

“It seems clear,” he _ said, 
“that option time, viewed in 
the context of its practical 
market effects, substantially 
restrains the ability of af- 
filiates to deal with the wares 
of network competitors during 
prime viewing time.” He added 
that the commission’s own 
findings forced the conclusion 
that option time “runs afoul 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act.” 

The commission conceded 
that such arrangements make 
it more difficult for independ- 
ent producers and non-network 
advertisers to get time on net- 
work affiliated stations. 

Hansen’s position sustained a 
report by a special network 
study group which criticized 
option time as suppressing com- 
petition. Hansen also called at- 
tention to the commission’s 
own admission that the practice 
bars a fourth network from ex- 
panding 

The commissioners who went 
on record in favor of option 
time were Chairman John C. 
Doerfer, Robert E. Lee. John 
Cross and T. A. M. Craven. The 
dissenters were Rosel H. Hyde, 
Frederick W. Ford and Robert 
T. Bartley. 

The network study group also 
denounced a so-called “must 
buy” policy whereby networks 
allegedly require advertisers 
who want to use the network 
at all to buy time on a certain 
number of designated affiliated 
TV stations. 

The Commission said _ its 
views on ““must-buy” were moot 
because both Columbia Broad- 
casting Svstem and National 
Broadcasting Co. have dropped 
the requirement. American 
Broadcasting Co. had no such 
requirement. 


DEMOCRATIC ADVISORY UNIT 
ADDS THREE NEW MEMBERS 


WASHINGTON, March 5 
(AP)—Two more governors and 
a union leader were added yes- 
terdayv to the Democratic Ad- 
visory Council. This increased 
its membership to 27. 

The three new members an- 
nounced by national chairman 
Paul M. Butler are Govs. Fos- 
ter Furcolo of Massachusetts 
and Orville L. Freeman of Min- 
nesota. and George M. Har- 
rison, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Clerks. 

The council includes former 
President Harry Truman and 
other Democrats both on and 
off the party’s national com- 
mittee. It frames suggested 
policies and programs for the 
party in between national con- 
ventions.

Aim Is to Pull Out. 

These aims are clearly to 
pull Nyasaland out of the Cen- 
tral African Federation, which 
also includes Northern and 
Southern Rhodesia, and to 
achieve independence as a 
separate entity. Given the 
racial composition of this Brit- 
ish protectorate, no serious ob- 
server here thinks it can be 
ruled by force for very long. 
Official figures show the Afri- 
can population at just under 
3,000,000, the Asian population 
at 11,000, and the European 
population at 8000. 

Until Tuesday many Africans 
looked on the colonial govern- 
or, Sir Robert Armitage, as 
their one firm protection 
against the racist policies of Sir 
Roy Welensky, the prime min- 
ister of the 
Federation.

Juveniles in Lebanon 


On Jan. 1, an 18-year-old boy I 
know and his 15-year-old boy 
friend were caught driving a 
stolen car after robbing a filling 
station of $60 in the outskirts of 
Lebanon, Mo. They were armed 
with a small paring knife. 

This was the first offense of 
the 18-year-old, but I am not ac- 
quainted with the younger boy; 
however, they both were tried as 
adults. 

The boys were in jail in Leb- 
anon about a month before their 
hearing came up. The judge in 
this small town is young and new 
and said he would use these boys 
as examples; there hasn't been a 
crime there of this kind for seven 
years. 

At the beginning the boys were 
sentenced to Algoa for five years 
but were to go to the penitentiary 
in Jefferson City first for a day 
or two. I believe this was for 
observation. 

They have been in the peniten- 
tiary for nearly a month. The 
parents of the boy who is 18 have 
gone to Lebanon to see why he 
is being kept there and now the 
judge and sheriff say that they 
don’t know where he will go from 
there or how long he will have to 
stay in the penitentiary. 

Why should these boys be sent 
to a penitentiary for five years 
with criminals and gangsters? 
I don’t think these boys should go 
unpunished but I think they 
should get a punishment that is 
just and American-like. 

The 18-year-old boy has been 
in solitary confinement ever since 
he has been in this prison. The 
loneliness is doing something to 
his mind. When and if he gets 
out he will probably be worse 
than before he went in. I don’t 
know which would be worse—to 
mix with the criminals and be 
influenced by them or be left 
in solitary and perhaps “crack- 
up.” Then the people who had a 
hand in putting him there could 
be very proud that they helped 
ruin a boy’s life and even his 
parents’ lives. 

When will people take more in- 
terest in juvenile delinquents and 
try to find out why they do the 
things they do and try to help 
them instead of condemning them

The question of a general mobilization of 
free world defenses as a warning over Berlin 
is an entirely separate one from the question 
of maintaining an air-borne alert as a safe- 
guard against surprise attack on this conti- 
nent. President Eisenhower discussed them 
both at his news conference Wednesday. He 
is opposed to both measures. 

Should some SAC bombers be kept in the 
air at all times as a means of insuring the 
power to retaliate for an all-out surprise at- 
tack on the American mainland? The answer 
must depend upon how serious a possibility 
there is that an enemy would or could at this 
moment launch an all-out attack designed to 
crush the United States and all its air bases 
at one blow. 

The possibility does not seem strong to the 
layman, but he does not possess the full in- 
formation needed to make a conclusive judg- 
ment. This is one of the questions he must 
leave to those who do have full information, 
while hoping and praying that they produce 
the right answer. Essentially, the issue is a 
technical one of what is necessary to defend 
the nation’s retaliatory military power. It 
is up to the military technicians with all the 
data before them to decide—and to defend 
their decision against informed criticism of it.

Whether the West should get ready for the 
Berlin crisis by massing troops in Europe 
and plunging into some sort of “crash” mo- 
bilization at home is not a question of mili- 
tary technique. It is a question of political 
and diplomatic policy, which every citizen can 
and should judge for himself. Whether Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is right or wrong about an 
air-borne alert, we think there can be no 
question that he is profoundly right in oppos- 
ing mobilization as a warning to Russia. 


A mobilization by the West would inevitably 
be followed by similar measures on the Rus- 
sians’ part. The precarious military balance 
now existing in Europe would be upset, and 
in the process the possibility of accidental 
conflagration would be enormously increased. 
In the course of thus warning the Russians 
in such a spectacular manner that we do not 
intend to be driven out of Berlin, we would 
undoubtedly blast into oblivion the faint 
chance that the problem of Germany and 
European security can be settled by negotia- 
tion. Our policy should be to fan that small 
flame of hope for negotiation—not to douse it. 


It is perfectly possible to make plain our 
firm intention not to be driven out of Berlin 
without resorting to such an extreme and 
provocative measure as mobilization. The 
President has repeatedly and rightly stated 
that intention, and so has every other West- 
ern leader. If in the end the Soviets never- 
theless challenge our position in Berlin mili- 
tarily, or impose a blockade, or in any other 
way deny us physical access to the city, then 
the West must reply unequivocally with meas- 
ures adequate to the situation. 


Whatever these measures turn out to be, 
they need not be such as to have required a 
general mobilization three months in advance. 
West Berlin revealed only this week that it 
has supplies of food, raw materials and coal 
sufficient to hold out for a full year in the 
case Of a Soviet blockade. The West’s re- 
sponse to a blockade therefore need not be 
of a rash and emergency nature realizable 
only by virtue of having massed troops ahead 
of time. 

We need to be firm in defending our 
rights, but not provocative in increasing mili- 
tary dangers. We need to reject unilateral 
revision of the status of Berlin, but to encour- 
age negotiation of the German and European 
issues that underlie the crisis. President 
Eisenhower is doing exactly the right thing in 
all these causes when he rejeets an unneces- 
Sary, provocative and over-emotional mobili- 
zation of military power. 


After 18 Years a ‘No’ 


Labor’s decision against backing Charles J. 
Dyer for a fourth six-year term on the St. 
Louis School Board is surprising, but good 
news. Politics and patronage have been Mr. 
Dyer’s watchwords. For years he Was the 
darling of the old AFL Building Trades Coun- 
cil, whose members hold relatively cushy 
posts in the school system’s patronage-ridden 
Building department. All of them draw larger 
pay checks than the teachers. Mr. Dyer has 
seen that they were not disturbed, and re- 
gardless of the COPE decision they’ll prob- 
ably be out plugging his cause April 7, along 
with the Democratic precinct workers who 
usually go for him right down the line. If 
Mr. Dyer is defeated for the School Board, 
as he deserves to be, it will take a turn-out 
of independents to do it. 


Unwise Wisecrack 


The anti-American rioting in Bolivia re- 
sulted from injudicious journalism which ig- 
nored the sensitivity of a small poor nation 
toward a big powerful neighbor. 

Time magazine’s hemispheric edition quoted 
a United States embassy official as saying that 
this country had wasted money trying to bol- 
ster Bolivia’s economy and that the best solu- 
tion would be to “abolish Bolivia and let its 
neighbors divide the country and its problem 
among themselves.” This was described as a 
“wisecrack” but Bolivians did not see any 
humor in it. The damage was done before 
the embassy could deny the remark. 


For a century Bolivia was dominated by dic- 
tators, tin barons and large landowners, and 
was immersed in poverty. After World War 
II the people finally turned to the National 
Revolutionary Movement (M.N.R.) and its 
semi-socialist policy. In 1952 the government 
nationalized the largest tin mines and began 
land reforms. In this manner Bolivians hoped 
not only to end exploitation but to assure 
themselves a better livelihood. 


So far the hope has not been achieved. 
Lack of capital and experience, impractical 
policies and depreciation of the metals mar- 
ket plus exhaustion of some of the mines 
have contributed to inflation, deficit budgets 
and greater dependence on American aid. 


Despite some 70 millions in grants and 100 
millions in other assistance, Bolivia’s gross 
national product in 1956 was below that of the 
early 1950s, the American Embassy found. 
Farmers without funds or modern training 


-were unable to sustain production on plots 


taken from large estates. Inflation caused 
riots among urban working people. The bo- 
liviano, at 200 to the dollar in 1950, was ‘“‘sta- 
bilized” at 11,000 to the dollar last year. And 
in 1957 United States-owned local currency 
funds and counterpart fuhds accounted for 


: 


39 per cent of Bolivia’s budget receipts. This 
is why an unwise wisecrack could lead to a 
mob demonstration which itself is a super- 
ficial reflection of grave national problems 
and delicate hemispheric relations. For North 
Americans the lesson, is once again, that good 
intentions are still inadequate without under- 
standing of a people’s aspirations. 


Questions for Missouri Power 


The Missouri legislative committee investi- 
gating the Fulton power deal should have 
some searching questions ready to ask offi- 
cials of Missouri Power & Light Co. on re- 
sumption of its hearings, at Jefferson City. So 
far the committee’s questions have been peri- 
pheral. If it intends to get down to cases, 
its interrogation of Missouri Power & Light 
provides it with a golden opportunity. 


Why did officials of the company confer 
with Gov. Blair on the Fulton contract instead 
of with the state officials who customarily 
handle these matters? 


What was so important about this particu- 
lar contract that it necessitated three separate 
conferences of the private utility officials 
with the Governor? 


If, as the company contends, it did not sub- 
mit two different contracts, the second of 
which the Director of Public Health and Wel- 
fare, C. Rouss Gallop, by his own admission 
signed thinking it contained the terms of the 
first, then how does the power company ex- 
plain the remarkable changing of the terms 
of contract during the negotiations? 


Have these or any other officials of Mis- 
souri Power & Light had any discussion with 
Gov. Blair about supplying the University of 
Missouri, which operates its own power plant 
and is seeking an addition which the Gover- 
nor opposes? . 

Does the company have its eye on taking 
over business from any other state institu- 
tions, and if so have any of its officials dis- 
cussed it with Gov. Blair in any way, shape, 
form or fashion? 


These are only some of the searching ques- 
tions that can be asked. Their correct an- 
swers would be both interesting and valuable. 


Found After Five Days 


As the exploration of space proceeds, some 
of the satellites rocketed into the upper re- 
gions may vanish without a trace just as did 
the ships of 16th-century Europe that ex- 
plored the Atlantic and its distant shores. 
Such appeared to be the fate of the Dis- 
coverer satellite which was launched at Van- 
denberg Air Force Base in California last 
Saturday. 


Six minutes after Discoverer was blasted 
into the heavens with its 1300-pound payload, 
the ground stations lost radio contact. Where 
had it gone? Had Discoverer attained - its 
north-south orbit around the poles, or had it 
fallen back into the earth’s atmosphere and 
burned? No one knew until Thursday. 

The Air Force says that Discoverer’s radio 
apparatus failed but some scientists are blam- 
ing unnecessary secrecy. Dr. J. Allen Hynek 
of the Smithsonian Astrophysical Observa- 
tory, Cambridge, Mass., said that if he had 
received a warning he could have alerted 
Moonwatch and other optical tracking sta- 
tions. He added: “I have very little doubt that 
we could have picked it up.” 

It seems quite possible that an unfortunate 
rivalry among programs that should have 
complemented each other: was responsible 
for the secrecy preceding the launching. If 
true, that is a regrettable and humiliating 
reason for the five days of uncertainty over 
an important and costly scientific experiment. 


Bi-State’s Last Chance? 


Judging by the fate of previous Bi-State 
bills, the measure that the Missouri Senate 
has finally passed to strengthen the agen- 
cy’s powers ought to have a fair chance of 
getting through the House, where it ran into 
trouble last year. But before Bi-State can be 
completely cured, the Illinois Legislature will 
have to act. Illinois has been miles ahead of 
Missouri in seeing the tremendous potentiali- 
ties of Bi-State as a tool for development of 
this area. 

There is evidence in the Tri-Cities area that 
if Missouri fails once more to give Bi-State 
the powers it needs, Illinois will go it alone. 


‘A bill creating a Tri-Cities regional port au- 


thority and district has been pushed in the 
Illinois Legislature by the Tri-Cities Chamber 
of Commerce; it has passed the House. In ef- 
fect, it would give Illinois interests a vehicle 
for development of water, rail and highway 
facilities to spur location of new industry 
in the Chain of Rocks canal area. This is the 
kind of project Bi-State was expected to 
handle. 

An Illinois agency would be better. than 
none; but a Bi-State agency is the best solu- 
tion for the whole area. It is up to the Mis- 
souri House to give Bi-State what may be its 
last chance to function. 


Mr. Putnam’s Proper Recourse 


Carleton Putnam has a fine old New Eng- 
land name, and he has written an elegant lit- 
tle essay on white supremacy which is being 
published around the country by the segrega- 
tionists. Mr. Putnam is the victim of several 
scientifically unsound ideas on racial charac- 
teristics, and he is opposed to the Supreme 
Court’s 1954 decision against school segrega- 
tion. He does not exactly advocate disobedi- 
ence of the law as interpreted by this deci- 
sion, but he is in favor of “avoiding it,” what- 
ever that means. “Failing this,” he writes, 
“the situation should be corrected by consti- 
tutional amendment.” 

We would have a good deal more respect 
for Mr. Putnam if, instead of lending his 
mish-mash of genteel racism to a campaign 
for “avoidance” of law, he devoted his ener- 
gies to advocating a constitutional amendment 
that would express his views. 

The Supreme Court’s school decision was 
based squarely on the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which reads in part: 

No state shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or immu- 
nities of citizens of the United States, nor 
shall any state deprive any person of life, 
liberty, or property without due process of 
law; nor deny to any person within its juris- 
diction the equal protection of the laws. 

The Supreme Court interpreted this lan- 
guage to prohibit the segregation of public 
school pupils according to race. Mr. Putnam 
disagrees. The honorable way for him to 
proceed is to advocate repeal of the Four- 
teenth Amendment and adoption of one that 
accords with his own views.

The Case for Metropolitan Merger 


Powers and Not Merely Services Needed to Solve Basic Problems 


Having presented the case for a 
Metropolitan district plan of urban 
reorganization in this space Jan. 13, 
the Post-Dispatch is glad to present 
here arguments for a merger of city 
and county as expressed by Mrs. 
Rogers Deakin, member of the Board 
of Freeholders. The Post-Dispatch 
editorially favors the district plan. 


We really are all St. Louisans, 
aren’t we? Of course we are. When 
we visit out of town, we sign the 
hotel register—Mr. and Mrs. John 
Doe, St. Louis, Missouri,—not Ladue, 
Missouri. When we address letters,

Now our Board of Freeholders is 
trying to solve our “area-wide prob- 
lems.” How is this board going to 
do this? Who can separate “area- 
wide” problems from “local” prob- 
lems? Though the powers of the 
board are broad, we find it almost 
impossible to separate “local prob- 
lems” from “area-wide problems.” 

We also find it an insurmountable 
task to separate “powers” from “‘serv- 
ices.” A district plan must confine 
itself to services. A consolidation of 
the area need not make this distinc- 
tion. 

Let’s try to separate these powers 
and services. 

Problem No. 1—Traffic and Transit. 
We are agreed this is the biggest 
immediate problem. How can an 
overall Traffic Authority solve the 
problem of traffic unless it can 
work with an overall Planning 
Authority? Granted we can establish 
a Planning Authority, what can it 
accomplish unless it has zoning 
authority? Very little. 

When we speak of zoning authori- 
ty, we mean the “power” to desig- 
nate an area industrial, commercial

Between Book Ends 


NINE TOMORROWS, by Isaac Asimov. 
(Doubleday, 236 pgs., $3.50.) 


One of the problems of being too 
prolific a writer, as Dr. Asimov has 
discovered, is that you are constantly 
in competition with yourself. Such 
a writer, if he be a skilled one, is 
constantly judged by the standards 
of his previous work. The stories in 
“Nine Tomorrows” would be a major 
effort from a les- 
ser writer, but 
they represent for 
the most part sec- 
ond-rate Asimov. 

With the ex- 
ception of a poig- 
nant story titled 
“The Ugly Little 
Boy” in which a 
Neanderthal child ’ 
is snatched from 
the distant past to 
be reared in the onda 
present, most of Isaac Asimov 
these stories are somewhat mechani- 
cal magazine stereotypes. The least 
admirable of these is “Brofession,” 
a com well-con- 
ck aimed ex- 
pressly at the editoral desk of a par- 
ticular magazine.

Problem No. 2—Police. An overall 
Traffic Authority needs police power 
to enforce its regulations. Though 
police has been ruled a service, it 
brings other problems into being; 
for instance, the problem of pen- 
sions, A district type of government 
has no power to furnish pensions— 
a city does. What are we going to 
do about that? Wait for a Constitu- 
tional Amendment? While we are 
waiting, how will this overall Traf- 
fic Authority enforce its regulations 
—depend on voluntary co-operation? 

Problem No. 3—Civil Defense. This 
is definitely a service—so is fire 
protection. How far can Civil De- 
fense get without fire fighters? Again, 
there is the problem of firemen’s 
pensions. Can we rely on voluntary 
co-operation? 

St. Louis’s Fire Department ranks 
in No. 1 and 2 Class. This means a 
difference in fire insurance rates 
between city and county residents 
of approximately one-third; i. e., city 
rates are approximately one-third 
those in the county. 


Tornadoes, fires, bombs do not 
respect political boundaries. So how 
do we arrange this with a distict? 
Surely we do not set up a District 
Fire Department to work by itself! 

Problem No, 4—Water. This should 
be a service. City people now pay 
one-fourth of the amount county 
residents pay for water. Using the 
increased credit of one city, it should 
be possible for county users to buy 
the County Water Co., using a spe- 
cial district benefit issue of general 
obligation bonds. The county by it- 
self evidently finds this impossible 
and suffers accordingly. a 

Problem No, 5—Sewers and Gar- 
bage Disposal, These are definitely 
services and dependent on each 
other. Though a number of county 
municipalities now have adequate 
garbage disposal, this service has 
about five years to go because the 
county now uses landfills which

Problem No. 6—Assessment and 
Taxing Authority. This is a power— 
not a service—and therefore impos- 
sible to provide under a District 
Plan. Using Constitutional Power 
No. 1 (merger) there is no question 
of which is a power and which is 
a service. 


It is the duty of this board to offer 
as simple, economical and honest a 
plan as possible under our powers. 
We should consider voter acceptance 
of our plan, of course. But our main 
effort must be concentrated on what 
the majority of us consider a logical 
solution to our problem. There is 
really no valid reason to suppose the 
people will not accept a plan that 
makes an honest effort to solve the 
current problems. 


The contention that a big central 
government would be swamped by 
details is not a realistic objection. 
Details are so dependent upon over- 
all problems that it is impossible to 
separate them. Details are important, 
of course, but we just must not lose 
sight of the forest for the trees. 


So far as expense is concerned, 
any government furnishing the serv- 
ices now expected by our citizens 
will cost money, But there is every 
reason to believe that one set of of- 
ficials, with one uniform assess- 
ment rate, one uniform tax rate and 
overall authority to co-ordinate serv- 
ices and powers would operate at 
less expense than many small gov- 
ernments trying to solve problems 
singly. Constitutional Power No. 1 
offers the simplest, most direct way 
to bring order out of chaos.

THE PASSING OF TRADITIONAL

It is widely recognized that the 
mass media of communication are 
the greatest instruments of social 
change in the fluid societies of Asia 
and Africa. The voice of Radio Cairo 
calling out the mob in a myriad of 
Arab cities has been well reported 
in the press. But the problem is 
deeper than the illustration, For 
through the radio, movies, magazines 
and pamphlets, as well as through 
word of mouth communication, the 
modern world is making itself felt 
upon traditional society in all its 
aspects. 

This book attempts to assess the 
impact of this communication. 
Through a series of case studies 
based on extensive interviews in the 
Arab countries, and in Turkey and 
Iran, Professor Lerner and his asso- 
ciates have attempted an assessment 
of. the impact of these mass media 
upon both the intelligentsia and those 
living somewhat by traditional stand- 
ards. Although behavioristic in its 
approach, their book is not built 
upon the usual sociological 
jargon, but is fairly well and clearly 
written.

CITES CHARACTER 


OF BRITISH NATIONS 


Former Colonial Official 
Says Commonwealth Has 
Left Impress. 


Whether the British Com- 
monwealth will survive, or in 
fact, has survived, as a physi- 
cal entity may be debatable, 
but it has left an enduring im- 
press on its member nations, 
the St. Louis Branch of the 
English Speaking Union was 
told last night. 

Harold Cooper, a former ad- 
ministrator in the _ British 
colonial service, writer and lec- 
turer, addressed the group at 
a dinner meeting at the Uni- 
versity Club. 

After pointing out the dif- 
ferent types of allegiance to 


the British Crown which var- 
ious members of the Common- 
wealth owe, and the ‘act there 
is no Commonwealth foreign 
policy, Cooper said there was 
one central, cohesive charac- 
teristic of the loose confedera- 
tion. 


“There is a common admira- 
tion for and determination to 
preserve the way of life that 
the British, for all their errors 
from grace, have 
mana:,ed to diffuse throughout 


all the lands over which the 


Union Jack has flown,” he said. 

“This includes an abiding 
concern for the rights and 
liberties of individuals, an 
equal concern for the impartial 
administration of justice and 
a stubborn belief in the superi- 
orlity of the parliamentary 
form of gove.nment. 

“In the various legislatures, 
courts, trade unions, univer- 
sities and free press of the 
Commonwealth nations is found 
the most enduring monument 
of British rule.”

IN “LOOK BACK IN AN-

Happy Actor Who Finds Today’s Rebels Lack Cause 


ple to a realization of how 
they think the world is going, 
whereas, the beat generation in 
this country has simply with- 
drawn, sublimating their re- 
bellion into things like reciting 
poetry to cool jazz in fancy 
saloons, or taking up Zen Bud- 
dhism. 

Rebels, as Harron says, have 
to have a cause. In the 1920s 
they rebelled against old stand- 
ards of morality and behavior, 
and they considered the results 
of their rebellion quite an ac- 
complishment, a matter which 
can be argued both ways. In 
the 1930s some embraced Com- 
munism and some went off and 
fought in the Spanish Civil 
War. In the 1940s they were 
in World War II, followed in 
1950 by the Korean War. 

Now they can’t get anybody 
to join a cause. The middle- 
aged and older people are will- 
ing to settle for things the way 
they are, even though they're 
aware that many things aren't 
as they should be. And a lot 
of the younger generation are 
willing to settle for the things 
the middle-aged now have—a 
comfortable home in the sub- 
urbs with a twocar garage.

stayed aloof at the Advisory Council's inception, but I think ; 


they must realize by now that through its public actions 
and statements this group is giving some real leadership to 
the Democratic rank and file in the country. 


Everyone may not agree with everything the 
council says. In fact, within the council there are 
differences of opinion. But this is one place where 
party strength is not dominated by seniority, and 
those who represent the parts of the country 
where Democratic gains have been made feel that 
here they can freely express themselves. 


The council is doing all it can to promote the achieve- 
ment of platform promises, and what effect it will have on 
the choice for President at the next national convention is 
still problematical. 


I HAD a most delightful luncheon and an informative 
session with the class in journalism at Ricks College, a 
Mormon school, in Rexburg, Idaho. The authorities are 
planning to move this college to Idaho Falls and to insti- 
tute a program of expansion.

He is convinced 
that the program that sends out young Mormon 
students te all parts of the world has made them 
more valuable in preserving the peace of the 
world. 


This. of course, is what we hope our international edu- 


cational exchange of students will do through the Fulbright 
law. Yet, some of our representatives and senators are all 


for cutting down on those exchanges. They feel it would | 


be one of the good ways to save money. 

But it makes no sense to me to pay out money to keep 
a balance of armaments throughout the world, hoping that 
strength will discourage an enemy attack, and then not to 
go on paying for a program that will help to prepare us to 
live in peace. 


More than once I have been asked by young college r 


journalism students here if it is true that our businesses 
would suffer drastically if our economy had to convert rap- 
idly into a full peacetime economy. They want to know 
why these interests seem to do everything in their power 
to keep us not only preparing for war but almost con- 
stantly give us the feeling that war is imminent. 


I was amazed to find the feeling so prevalent 
that we are not intelligent enough to operate our 
economic existence without a great expenditure 
for war preparation. 


If it were true that we are not capable of maintaining 
a high peacetime economy I think it would be entirely un- 
‘derstandable if those nations throughout the world that 
need economic help were to turn on us and despise us. 
With all the needs there are in the world our ingenuity 
should be able to make that transition to peacetime pro- 
duction without an economic catastrophe. 
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Tripe Is Troublesome but Tasty 


By Hoyt Alden 


TODAY WE ANSWER Ilet- 
ters from our readers and first 
on the list is one regarding 
tripe. “In going past the meat 
departments,”’ a reader relates, 
“I often see tripe displayed 
and it makes my mouth water. 
When I was a child my mother 
used to fix a tripe dish which 
was very good. As I recall, the 
tripe was cut up in three- or 
four-inch lengths and prepared 
somehow with vinegar and 
onion. But I have looked 
through a dozen cook books, 
and in none of them can I find 
a recipe for tripe.” 

That isn’t too surprising, be- 
cause Americans, except in 
some localities, have never 
been great tripe eaters. The 
gastronomical acceptibility of 
those parts of an animal not 
used solely for purposes of lo- 
comotion seems to vary ac- 
cording to time and place. 

For instance, lamb kidneys, 
highly esteemed in Europe, 
find little market in the United 
States. In Europe the demand 
for brains exceeds the supply, 
but the demand is small! in 
this country. As one writer 
said of tripe, “it is esteemed 
in England, tolerated in France 
and obtainable in the United 
States.” 

Yet the fact remains that the 
most famous recipe for tripe, 
Tripe a la Caen, is*a French 
one. Due, perhaps, to the 
French determination to make 
the most of any dish. Here's 
how: 

Wash a pound and a half 
of tripe well and cut it into 
two-inch squares. Grease a 
covered baking dish. Put a 
cracked marrow bone in it, 
then add half the tripe 

Have ready half a cup of 
sliced onion and two cups of 
sliced carrots. Put half the 
onion and carrots on the laver 
of tripe. Repeat the layers and 
then season with a little thyme, 
a bay leaf. two cloves, six pep- 
percorns and a teaspoon of 
salt. Finally, add two cups of 
cider. Cover and cook in a 
slow oven for at least five 
hours, the longer the better. 
Add a little water if the mix- 
ture gets too dry. 


TRIPE, as most readers well 
know, is the inner lining of 
an animal’s stomach. It has 
a rubbery consistency and in 
the opinion of many people 
isn’t worth the trouble it takes. 
It is already pre-cooked when 
it arrives in the market but, 
let's face it, it’s tough. That's 
why it takes so much cooking, 

Now tripe and onions is con- 
sidered a great delicacy. by the 
English, and here's how they 
do it: 


Cut the tripe into three-inch | 
squares, put it in plenty of cold | 


water, add a squeeze of lemon 


juice and let it simmer about | 


four hours. 


Drain it well, and mix it with 
a little more than its own 
weight of chopped onions. Salt 
and pepper it well, and then 
pour on as much cream sauce 
as you have tripe and onions. 
Mix it all well and cook it in 


a slow oven until the tripe is 


tender, which, it is hoped, will 
be a matter of another couple 
of hours or so 
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It has a rubber consistency and in the opinion of many 
people isn't worth the trouble it takes.

ell, one thing you can use, 
assuming the reader ; 


stuif the fish for eating, is 
bread. One of the better fi-h 
Stulfings is made very much 
like poultry stutfing. For a 


three- or four-pound fish, do 
it like this: 

Saute three tablespoons of 
chopped onion in six table- 
spoons of butter about 10 min- 
utes, or until tender but not 
burned. Add a teaspoon of 

an eighth of a teaspoon 
of pepper, a teaspoon of ei: 
(not all) sage, thyme or poul- 
try seasoning. Then combine 
this with four cups of day-old 
bread crumbs. Mix it well and 
add enough hot water, two or 
three tablespoons, to moisten it 
so it will hold together. 

If friend Husband has been 
crving inside about those tasie- 
less fish fillets which are often 
served up to him on Friday, 
here’s a good thing to know 
You can lav this stuffing. san¢- 
wich-like. between layers of fil-

lets or fish steaks and bake 
them, thereby turning them 
into something worth while. 


NOW IF YOU WANT to doll 
it up a little, here's a stuffing 
with an elegant air. Melt two 
tablespoons of butter and saute 
therein half a cup of finely 
chopped onion and two table- 
spoons of finely chopped green 
pepper. Saute them until they 
are limp. 

Then add two cups of soft 
bread crumbs which have been 
sprinkled with four tablespoons 
of sherry. three-fourths of a 
cup of chopped and sauted 
mushrooms, a _ tablespoon of 
minced parsley, two table- 
spoons melted butter and a 
tablespoon of chili sauce. Toss 
it together lightly and stuff 
the fish. 


IF YOU WANT to go al! out, 
there is lobster stuffing. Like 
this: 

In two tablespoons of butter 
saute a tablespoon of finely 


chopped onion and a fourth of 


a cup of finely chopped celery. 
Season it with a fourth of a 
teaspoon of rosemary, a fourth 
of a teaspoon of salt and an 
eighth of a teaspoon of pepper. 


Now stir in a fourth of a 
cup of Rhine wine. Add this 
to two cups of crushed cracker 
crumbs and toss it lightly un- 
til well mixed. Stir in a cup 
of finely chopped, boiled lob- 
ster and a tablespoon of fresh- 
ly minced parsley. Mix it light- 
ly but well.

Uncle Ray’s Column 


Coloring 


By Ramon Coffman 


IN EVERYDAY LIFE we ob- 
serve only a little of the color- 
ing in stars. We may see a 
reddish or bluish tinge here 
and there, but in the usual 
view the stars are twinkling 
yellow or white lights. 


With the help of tele-* 
scopes, astronomers have 
found all the main colors of 
the rainbow, and many in- 
between shades as well. 
There are red stars, pink 
stars and blue stars, also yel- 
low, white and orange. Green 
stars are rare, but several 
have been located, and the 
same statement can be made 
about violet stars. 


The bright star Vega is an 
example of a white star. An- 
other and even brighter exam- 
ple is Sirius, the Dog Star. 
Roth of these are among the 
extremely hot stars of the sky, 
but they fall short of some oth- 
ers. 
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in Stars 


White stars, at the surface, 
run to temperatures of 18,000 
or 20,000 degrees Fahrenheit. 
No one knows just how hot 
they are inside, but it is es- 
timated that the heat rises to 
millions of degrees. 

The yellow-white stars are 
less hot than the white stars. 
One yellow-white star is called 
Procyon, and shines brightly 
from a point near the eon- 
stellation of Orion. 


The third class contains 
yellow stars such as Capella. 
Yellow stars have a surface 
temperature of about 10,000 
degrees above sero Fahren- 
heit. Our sun is classed 
among the yellow stars—it 
would look like a star if we 
saw it from a distance of 10 
or 15 trillion miles, 


Orange stars include Arctur- 
us and Aldebaran (al-DEB-uh- 
run). Their surface tempera- 
tures run to 8000 degrees.
